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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The examiner will concede that with the amendment, "an originally-deposited thickness.. .less an amount" does 
not describe an intermediate structure, but slightl-etched is still undefined, per the applicant's arguments, slightly etched refers to 
thethickness of the nitride pad. then the claims should be ammended to recite an etch of the thickness of the nitride layer or less. 
Otherwise, "slightly etched" may be broadly interpreted as whatever it takes to make the layers co-planar.Further, regarding the prior art 
rejections, the structure need only be unpolished and substantially coplanar with the upper surface of the non-trench surface. The 
patentability of a product does not depend upon its method of production. . 
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
